Upland City Council agreed not

It was also suggested 
that one-time only groups should 
Make a deposit in relation to 
their size when requesting use 
@f the building. City Manager 
Elwin ‘‘Pinky’’ Alder said neigh- 
boring cities charge from $3 to 
$3.50 an hour for use of similar 
buildings and an additional fee to 
get up tables and chairs, 

A spokesman from the Upland 
Homeowners Association and the 
Council in general felt the com- 
munity should not be charged at 
all to use the community build- 
ing. Mayor Abner B, Haldeman 
requested administration to keep 
detailed records on utilities and 
maintenance for the first year 
and use the first season to study 
the situation, 

Council also approved an ad- 
ditional $2,500 for needed items 
in the new recreation building. 
These include a public address 
system, coat rack, coffee urn, 
dispensers, nets etc, Alder said 
the money wasn’t budgeted but 
there was sufficient funds in the 
Parks and Recreation “‘reserve’’ 
fund, Councilman Harold Bailin 
said he wasn’t aware sucha ‘‘re- 
serve’’ fund existed, 

After some discussion it was 
deemed legally necessary to call 
for bids again onthe development 
of Sierra Vista Park and Reser- 
voir Park after many items had

At the last Upland Council 
meeting Norman Day of Upland 
introduced himself as the new 
president of the Upland Home- 
owner’s Association, He stated 
the purpose of the Association 
and offered any help to the Coun- 
cil during the coming year, 

Day announced that the asso- 
ciation is now holding amember- 
ship campaign and if success- 
ful, it will give the group more 
clout in its attempt to protect 
the ‘‘personal rights’ and 
‘‘Property interests’ of Upland 
homeowners. 

The Upland Homeowners As- 
sociation currently has about 50 
members, Day hopes the asso- 
ciation will have from 200-300 
members in the near future, Re- 
cently elected association offi- 
cers include; Roy Maupin, vice- 
president, Franklin D, Boles, 
secretary, and Jay G, Vickers, 
treasurer, 

The association executive 
board meets every month anda 
general membership meeting is 
held quarterly, Association pol- 
icy is developed at these meet- 
ings, Day said, The association 
has representatives at all meet- 
ings of boards and committees 
of local government, In this way 
all members of the association 
are informed and represented on 
matters of concern to homeown- 
ers, 

“‘We feel that the city council 
has not gone along with the wish- 
es of the average homeowner, 
especially inthe issue of zoning,’ 
Day said, 

More specifically, he said that 
the city has allowed “‘land specu- 
lators” tc bring ‘‘cheap- 
type” apartments and small 
homes into the city, He 
tends that such development low-

been eliminated to cut down the 
high cost. If the second set of bids 
are still too high, the city staff 
will consider doing the work 
themselves as originally dis- 
cussed. Alder eliminated a num- 
ber of costly items such as con- 
crete sidewalks, wrought iron 
fences, handball courts, shuffle- 
board grillwork, elaborate 
sprinkling systems, two hase- 
ball diamonds, etc, 

Since the parks are being de- 
veloped on a force account, 
there’S a deadline of next Fall 
for completion date and a speci- 
fied dollar appropriation for the 
project, 

Bailin commented, “‘We've got 
to move forward on the develop- 
ment of our parks,”’ He suggested 
that city architects review de- 
velopment plans in the beginning 
to eliminate such fancy “‘extras’ 
so work could move along more 
swiftly. 

Because Councilman John Mc- 
Carthy was absent Monday night 
the council tabled a resolution to 
change the Council meeting date 
to the first and third Tuesdays 
of each month at 7:30 pm, In 
brief discussion Councilman 
George Gibson listed numerous 
reasons why he opposed this 
change and also questioned what 
brought it about, Councilman Max 
Hawkins said he requested it be 
put on the agenda because he and 
Altder have felt for a long time

Tuesday night was the better time 
to meet, 

Council moved to adopt a reso- 
lution vigorously opposing the 
development of flood control land 
behind San Antonio Dam, Last 
August and September the county 
planning Commission and Board 
of Supervisors unanimously de- 
nied an appeal by James Spears 
and Donald Magub to construct a 
recreational park behind the dam, 
On March 22 the plan is to be re- 
submitted to the county planners 
and with the exception of elimin- 
ating motorcycle trails, it is the 
same as the original, 

The City of Upland expressed 
considerable concern about water 
pollution because of the proposed 
park seven months ago, Council 
instructed Alder tofurther inves- 
tigate the possibility of having the 
city take over the flood control 
land currently operated by the 
federal Corps of Engineers, 

A resolution supporting the 
creation and designation of the 
sheep mountain wilderness area 
in the Angeles and San Bernardino 
National Forests was unanimous- 
ly approved, Council agreed 
unanimously to approve estab- 
lishing an Improvement District 


for Portillo St. There was no 
discussion at the public hearing 
and 71 percent of the residents 
had signed petitions favoring the 
improvements, The lowest bidder 
was also awarded the bid for the 
Salina St,/Fourteenth Ave, Im- 
provement District. 

The final revision of the “‘Al- 
ternate Truck Route Report’’ was 
approved by Council to be sentto 
the State Division of Highways 
as requested some months ago, 

Norman L, Day, president of 
the Upland Homeowners Associ- 
ation, presented a letter from the 
Association tothe council strong- 
ly opposing the construction of 
any more multiple family units in 
the city, The letter said in part, 
““We feel that the city is over- 
built with apartment and condo- 
miniums now, Upland has a great- 
er percentage of its residents liv- 
ing in multiple units than ANY 
of the neighboring cities, We fa- 
vor single family residences on- 
ly, for the future of Upland,” 

In regard to the work of the 
Mayor’s Advisory Committee the 
letter said, ‘‘It appears to the 
Homeowners that the committe: 
is representing the ‘Land Specu- 
lators’ and not the residents, 
voters and taxpayers,”’

A last minute request by the 
city of Upland for changes to 
State Highway Department land- 
scape plan for the San Bernar- 
dino Freeway will not delay the 
eatimatred $600,000 landscape 
project which will bring trees 
and hrubbery to the freeway 
from Benson to Grove Aves, 

State Department of Highway 
representatives met with the Up- 
land architectural commission 
recently and agreed to add ap- 
proximately 100 pleces of shrub- 
bery to landscape plans for an 
area of the freeway between Ben- 
son and Mountain Aves,, accord- 
ing to Tom Harris, commission 
chairman, 

The shrubbery addition will be 
accomplished via a change or- 
der to contract specification 
which have already been drawn 
up, The contract should be award 
ed in June with work to begin in 
mid-July, The shrubbery will 
serve as a partial screen between 
the freeway and a miniature golf 
course located adjacent to the 
freeway. 

The Upland City Council adopt- 
ed a resolution at its last meeting 
to ask the state Highway Depart- 
ment to meet with the architec- 
tural commission for all future 
state highway project in the 
city. 

The landscape plans call for 
ground cover, hrubbery and 
trees to be planted from Benson 


to Grove,

Water Reclamation 
Center Dedicated 


The new $3 million Carl B, 
Masingale Water Reclamation 
Plant, located at 2602 Archibald 
Ave, in Ontario, was dedicated 
recently by the Chino Basin Mu- 
nicipal Water District (CBMWD), 

Masingaie is president of 
CBMWD board, The new plant 
will treat secondary effluent from 
the Ontario-Upland Treatment 
Plant, The water will then be 
reintroduced to the underground 
basin to satisfy the requirements 
for Orange County, further down 
the Santa Ana River Basin, The 
water will also be used for re- 
creation in the Prado Dam Ba- 
gin before leaving the area, On- 
tario and Upland are alsoeligible 
to purchase the water for the 
cost of the treatment, 


Funds for the $3 million pliant 
were gathered from three 
sources including 55 percent 
funding from the federal Environ 
mental Protection Agency, 25 
percent from the state Clean 
Water Bond Act and 20 percent 
from local revenues, 

Construction of the plant began 
in June, 1971, The facility was 
ready for manual operation in 
November of last year, Testing 
has been conducted since that 
time, 

The plant is currently treate 
ing about 12 million gallons per 
day, with a design capacity of 
20 million gallons, The addi- 
tion of more filters could double 
the current errs a CBMWD 
spokesman said,

West End Rescue Team Strives To Keep Foothills Safe 


***Tis distance lends enchant- 
ment to the view, 

And robes the mountain in its 
azure hue,”’ 

Foothill residents are especi- 
ally privileged on clear, smog- 
free days to have the magnifi- 
cent panorama of stately moun- 
tain peaks perpetually as a back- 
drop view while they go about the 
daily chores of life in the cities, 

A greater number of city- 
dwellers than ever before have 
suddenly caught the “‘back to na- 
ture’’ outdoorsy spirit and don’t 
hesitate to ‘“‘head for the hills’’ 
on Friday afternoons with the 
hordes of other mountain enthusi- 
asts, 

Maybe it’s the pure, uncon- 
taminated mountain air, or the 
pleasures of natural beauty in- 
stead of material entertain- 
ment -- 

Maybe it’s the challenge of man 
against nature -- orthe seclusion 
and privacy which the mountains 
offer, whatever the reasons, it’s 
obvious that Southern California 
especially is experiencing a 
“‘mountain boom,’’ Because of the 
sudden increase in popularity of 
hiking and other mountain sports 
the need for a locally centered, 
quick responding, trained search 
and rescue (S & R) team became 
apparent over a year and a half 
ago,

On August 4, 1971 under the 
direction of the West End Sub- 
station Commander Capt, Ed- 
ward Noon, the 12-man Sher- 
iff’s West End Search and Res- 
cue Team began to materialize, 

Before the formation of the 
West End Search and Rescue 
Team, the San Bernardino Coun- 
ty teams had to be called to res- 
cues in the Mt. Baldy and Cuca- 
monga Canyon mountain regions, 
““Because of the distance, it would 
take at least one and one half 
hours for the San Bernardino 
crews to be in Baldy, explained 
Sergeant Robert Ault of the West 
End team, ‘‘A really big advant- 
age of our team is that all the 
members are on-duty deputy 
sheriffs and can be dressed and 
in Baldy in 30 minutes,”’ he said, 
Naturally, time is always of the 
essence in emergency search 
and rescue operations so the 
time factor alone is very import- 
ant, 

Proof of need for such a team 
has been demonstrated by the 
fact that the new team has per- 
formed more search and res- 
cues since they’ve been in exist- 
ence than any volunteer team in 
any other area, Ault said they’ve 
completed a total of 85 rescue 
missions in the Mt, Baldy and 
Cucamonga Canyon areas, en- 
countering all types of terrain,

problems, During a single week- 
end, Dec, 2-3, 1972, the team 
rescued six people in four sep- 
arate operations in the Mt, Bal- 
dy area, Ault cited several sim- 
ilar incidents when the team was 
called out on missions one right 
after another, 

He pointed out two factors 
which make the West End team 
particularly unique; 

--Unlike traditional volunteer 
search and rescue teams which 
are comprised mostly of civili- 
an personnel, the West End team 
members are all deputy sheriffs 
who've volunteered their off-duty 
time to training and S & R mis- 
sions in addition to their duties 
as law enforcement officers, 

--All 12 team members have 
Cross First 
Aid car and three men are for- 


mer medics in the armed ser- 
vices and five men have been 
members of special forces inthe 


military service, 

The West End S&R team mem- 
bers at present include: Sergeant 
Thomas Wickum, Deputies Dick 


Peterson, Gary Eisenbeisz, 
Wayne Lorett, Joe Henry, Pat 
Klootwyk, Dick Lindner, Glenn 


Hill, Floyd Brown, Delvin Wied- 
man and Joseph Gasparin, Ault 
explained that the team members 
do not receive any additional pay 


for the hazard- 
ous and time 
consuming du- 
ty and chose to 
volunteer their 
time for extra 
training and 
call-outs,

Ault said the rescue team is a 
joint effort involving all 45 depu- 
ties in the sheriff's substation 
because any deputies might have 
to fill in for a team member 
who gets a Call while on patrol, 

rhe team has access to two 


rescue helicopters -- however 
the type of terrain is not con- 
ducive to helicopters and they 


also can’t be used a night when 
a lot of missions occur, Ault 
said the team members had 
trained with various S&R teams 
and that they participate in vari- 
ous specialized training pro- 
grams whenever possible, The 
team has been praised for their 
professional skill and they are 
frequently called upon to assist 
in rescues all over the county 
where skills such as hover jurnp- 
ing and repelling from a heli- 
copter are required, 

The Sierra Range of the Los 


Angeles National Forest is la- 
beled as snowier and colder than 
most others, ‘“‘The Cucamonga 


Canyon wash areas are very un- 
stable and difficult to hike in be- 
cause there’re few trails,’’ Ault 
Commented, He said that loose 
rocks in the Mt, Baldy area also 
make hiking dangerous. More 
searches are conducted for miss- 
ing hikers during the summer 
months and more rescues take 
place in the snowy winter months, 

*‘We’ve never had ateam mem- 
ber seriously injured and haven't 
lost anybody we've tried to res- 
cue,’’ Ault boasted, He said the 
typical rescue takes place late in 
the afternoon when hikers in Mt, 
Blady slip on the icy slopes and 
fall a long distance, 

In Ault’ s opinion the most seri- 
ous rescue was a 22 year old 
Alta Loma man who was rescued 
at night from an icy Baldy slope 
a year ago after he'd been 
stranded there some six hours 
and had gone into the first stages 
of freezing. Although he suffered 
from severe exposure and shock 
he recovered and was most grate- 
ful to the rescue team, 

“‘We’ve gotten about 10 thank- 
you notes from the 85 rescues,”’ 
Ault said, While some families 
and individuals are most appreci- 
ative others just take it in stride 
and “expect’’ to be rescued, 

“The few that are very grate- 
ful for our help make all our ef- 
forts worthwhile,’”’ he said, 

Last summer the team assisted 
in a massive rescue effort in 
Lytle Creek which lasted 15 hours 
to locate two lost Redlands girls 
who were stranded above the 
falls, The majority of rescues 
take place in darkness according 
to team members, Frequently 
long hikes into remote mountain 
areas are necessary to locate 
and rescue missing or stranded 


hikers, 

This December the team res- 
cued a hiker who fell from a 30- 
foot rock in a side area on Mt, 
Baldy and then slid another 30 
feet on steep shale, The team had 
to use ropes to lower the vic 
tim due to loose rocks and shale, 

In another incident the same 
day a 16 year old boy was hiking 
with two friends near the tunnels 
on Mt, Baldy Road and a rock 
fell and hit his shoulder, Rescu- 
erers had to lower him down a 
25-foot ledge to get him out of the 
canyon, The same weekend the 
rescue team was called to Stod- 
dard Canyon to located two miss- 
ing hikers who were transported 
out of the canyon by helicopter, 
The last incident that day oc- 
curred when an 11 year old boy 
fell down a hill about 50 feet 
near the Mt, Baldy Ski Lift and 
was picked up by the Forest 
Service and returned to the top 
of the lift when the S&R team 
flew him to Cable Airport and 
then to the hospital, 

Despite the high number of 
rescues, Ault still retaing a posi- 
tive attitude and says that com- 
pared to the large number of peo- 
ple who do go up inthe mountaing 
the percentage of injuries Is still 
small, As advice to a would-be 
hiker in the Mt, Baldy or Cuca~ 
monga Canyon area, Ault offered 
some suggestions -- ‘‘Never go 
hiking alone, especially in avery 
remote area, and always inform 
relatives or someone before 
leaving specifically where you 
plan to hike and approximately 


when you'll return,”’ 

Ault sald it’s algo an excel- 
lent idea to make a Lat of the 
clothing and equipment you have 
when hilking and leave it with 
someone in case you have to be 
reacued, “A Littie bit of know- 
ledge is dangerous in wilder- 
areas =~ #o frequently hik- 
ere underestimate the mountain 
and overestimate themselves,” 
Ault cautloned, He advised all 
hikers to be informed onthe con- 
ditions they might possible en- 
counter and to be properly 
dressed and equipped before at- 
tempting a hike, 

While the team ta primarily 
financed by the county sheriff's 
department, the success of the 
team has been largely due to sup- 
port by the community and ser- 
vice clubs which have donated 
much-needed specialized search 
and reacue equipment, The team 
members cach purchased their 
own uniforms, Team members 
frequently put on slide demon- 
strationg of rescue miasions and 
are happy to speak to service 
Clubs or other community or- 
ganizations, 

It’s comforting to know that 
in this ‘‘you don’t get somethin’ 
for nothin’ "’ day and age ~- 
there exists a group of men who 
sO Willingly offer their skilled 
professional services to those 
in need without any financial 
compensation,
